In order for the Federal Govern 
ment to distribute Revenue Sharing 
funds properly to states, counties, 
tawnships, and municipalities, it 
mist know how many people live in 
each location, Mr. Wheeler said, 

The Congress determined that a 
good way to obtain this mucieneed- 
td information, Mr. Wheeler said, 
was to ask Revenue Sharing ques- 
tinns on the 1972 individual income 
tax returns. 

Mr. Wheeler, stressed, however, 
that accurate information supplied 
by taxpayers is important to Insure 
that all areas in Maine receive their 
fair share of Federal funds,
